The Charm of tlie Poppiea. 


Very ancient is the history of the pop- 


py. It was Tvreatbed with the lotus in 
Egypt and twined vdth thyme arid pars- 
ley in Greece. It was also one of the 
flowers dedicated to Venus, and the 
witches who wrought their spells and 
muttered their incantations on the 
mountain tops cast into their brew the 
horned leaves. 


It was early recognized that tho pop 


py in its simplest form is cue of the 
most decorative of flowers. Its simples 
form is, of course, the .wild flower o 
four petals. It is treated decoratively in 
a number of ways, either as a flat dp 
sign of the lifted cup or as a conveii 
tional representation of the fonr petals 
encircling the receptacle or as the stem 
upholding the domelike and sometimes 
strongly ridged seed pod; but, after all, 
the most marvelous artistic suggestions 
are found in the sharply outlined leaves 
which ri-se to sleuder Gothic points. 
These serve as models of leaf design and 
•were carved boldly and delicately in the 
stone of ancient cathedrals. 


There is always something artificial 


in the appearance of the cultivated pop- 
pies. 
They lack the stability or reality 


and ever suggest the gypsy masquerad- 
ing as the princess. 


Poppies, with very few exceptions, 


are not in the least difficult to grow. 
Seed sown in the fall or spring will 
produce plants that flower all Hummer. 
They do not demand ail enriched soil 
and profuse watering, but grow in an 
independent, careless fashion that is a 
relief after an experience of the exac- 
tion of some plants.—Nancy M. "Waddle 
in Godey's Magazine.

I like best the traps 
that one can make. They seem to give 
the animal n fairer show; they develop 
onr own constructive faculties, and the 
nearer we can get to the savage way 
the more fun it always is. Steel traps 
have a placo that wooden traps can nev- 
er fill, bnt give me something that I 
can make with my own hands, with the 
simplest tools, out of whatever materi- 
als the spot affords where the animal 
lives. 


Of all the animals in this country 


there is none that affords less harmful 
sport than the rabbit—more properly 
hare—of which there are several spe- 
cies. Its wonderful powers of increase 
enable it to hold its own, as far too 
many of our best and most valuable 
animals do not. Furthermore, rabbits 
are very easily trapped. 


Every one knows its little trail, as 


broad as one's hand, through the bushes 
or broom sedge, or its footprints as it 
hops over the clear snow. Here, where 
the path goes under a fence rail, it has 
stopped to gnaw. The rabbit follows 
this path in season and out, though in 
the far north, where the snow keeps 
piling and piling up, its little road may 
change with each successive snowfall. 
Trappers there put out a large number 
of snares, setting them right iu the mid- 
dle of the paths.—Harper's Round Ta- 
ble.

Well anyway, for a few 


lines. 
Here I am in far-off Alaska, 


right in the heart of the big gold, ex- 
citement. 
.Well, there is no doubt in 


my mind bnt what this is the only 
place on earth for a man that is the 
right man to make money. 
He may 


not accomplish his work in one year, 
nor may he do it without putting up 
with some hardships and hard knocks. 
As for myself, BO far I have accom- 
plished very [little. Still I have had 
some very good opportunities which I 
failed to grasp—or, in words more 
plain, until it waa to late. I am by 
no meana discouragea and hope yet to 
make a few dollars out of thia camp. 
For thia winter myself and three other 
parties have a lay on No. 25, below on 
Bonanza Oreek, and from the prospeota 
that they have found on the claim we 
will anrelly make a few dollars this 
winter.

$1.60; candles are selling for $75.00 
per box, with 120 in a box; whisky ia 
sellug at $45 per gallon; fur robes are 
selling at anything from 1100 to $500; 
fur capea made by the Indians out of 
beaver skins from $17 to $25; moose 
skin moooaaina, 17 to [$12; a common 
dog 
sled, which one can buy 
in 


Junean for $5, they are charging $45 
— $66, just us |they feel, and for a 


are a number of doctors in camp. They 
only charge $250 a call to go from 
town np to the mines, so yon can see 
that they are not here for their health. 
I look for a good deal of sickness in this 
camp the coming summer, aa the town 
of Dawson is built right on a swamp 
and the drainage ia something awfal 
aud good water ia hard to get in the 
spring of the year, aa the 
rivers 


Yukon and Klondike both run muddy. 
There will be lots of money taken out 
of this camp next spring, bnt nothing 
to what there would have been had 
there been plenty of grub and candles. 
It will be a winter to be remembered 
by those who stay in camp this winter, 
for at this writing -there ia a good 
deal of stealing going on and one or 
two fellows have been shot and there 
will more of it happen before spring. 
One thing, a man who has grub now 
will have tu stay by and watch it or 
take chances of having it stolen. As 
so many are short of food that they are 
compelled to steal, and then the prices 
are so high that everybody hasn't got 
the money to buy them with and those 
who are compelled to go out over the 
trail don't think of starting with less 
than two months' provisions, so yon 
can see it places some in a h^ird hole, 
and I hope not, but I am afraid that 
many a poor devil who starts for the 
outside will never get there short of a 
foot or a hand, as the winters here are 
aomething awful. 
I am ante I would 


hate to hit that trail before February, 
which 1 may do, if I think I will run 
short of grub, bnt I don't think we 
will. Still we have a long hard win- 
ter before us. I sometimes think I am 
homesick, but then again I think I 
never came here for that.
